No one ever told Antonia Pantoja that “the road is 
made by walking”. She seems to have discovered it 
all by herself. 


The road she made started in San Juan, led to a 
school in the mountains where she was a teacher, and 
then took her to New York, There she held a number 
of factory jobs and learned for herself something of 
the language and cultural obstacles Puerto Ricans 
confront when they arrive from the Island. 


With the guidance оҒ some friends she found her 
way to the Union Settlement House in East Harlem 
and was first enabled to apply her education and 
skills to the problems of young Puertoriqueños 
Neuyorquinos 


Then, in succession, came a scholarship and fellow- 
ship aid making it possible for her to attend Hunter 
College and Columbia University School of Social 
Work where she completed her Master's degree. 


In 1956, while working for the New York City's 
Commission on Intergroup Relations, Toni brought 
together a representative group of leaders to found 
the Puerto Rican Forum. At the same time, convinced 
that the Puerto Rican community could make prog. 
ress only to the extent that its youth was making 


progress, she originated the ASPIRA idea 


Expert at inspiring confidence and persuading others 
to her cause she developed support among founda- 
tions and brought ASPIRA into being in 1961 


While directing ASPIRA during its formative years, 
she gave leadership to the Forum and organized the 
first comprehensive study of the Puerto Rican com- 
munity in 1963. Her influence and her ideas spread. 
She became a consultant to the Board of Education in 
New York, the University of Puerto Rico, and 
the Commonwealth's Department of Education. She 


worked with the Citizens Committee for Children, 
She has taught at Columbia University and the New 
School. And, in 1967, she was elected a delegate to 
the State Constitutional Convention and, also, ap- 
pointed to Mayor Lindsay s Panel on Decentraliza- 
tion of the Schools. 


The youngsters Toni encouraged and inspired only a 
handful of years ago already are returning to the 
community as committed leaders. These young pro- 
fessionals, in education and counseling, in govern- 
ment, and in community ag

ASPIRA 


ASPIRA, Inc. is a privately run, non-profit, professionally staffed, Puerto 
Rican agency dedicated to fostering postsecondary education for the 
city's many qualified Puerto Rican teenagers. 


Founded in 1961, it now actively services 3000 students, 500 parents, 
and 300 adults. The agency operates through four centers in Manhattan, 
Brooklyn and the Bronx; 52 school and church based ASPIRA clubs; and, 
the Scholarship and Loan Center. It has a staff of 60, of whom more than 
half are trained educators, community organizers and counselors. 


WHY ASPIRA IS NEEDED 

ASPIRA is needed because there are close to 40,000 Puerto Ricans 
in the city's high schools who, without the kind of aid ASPIRA offers 
are simply not going to make it. 

Today, no more than a few thousand of these students are staying 
in school long enough to be graduated. Of those who do, an estimated 
5% are continuing on to post-secondary education, as compared to 37% 
of high school graduates nationally, 

For most young Puerto Rican New Yorkers, the world of higher 
education is so far removed from the daily environment that it is little 
more than a dream. Poverty, on the other hand, is a grim and ever present 
reality as are prejudice and isolation from both the mainstream of Amer- 
ican society and the sustaining values of their own culture and traditions. 
The perpetuation of this bleak pattern would be inevitable without 
ASPIRA's program. 


DEVELOPING LEADERSHIP 

ASPIRA's founders, Board of Directors, and professional staff are 
largely Puerto Rican New Yorkers, whose earlier lives paralleled those 
of the students they work with. Not only are they personally familiar 
with the problems and needs of these students, but they serve as models. 
for youngsters who, in many cases, have never come in contact with a 
successful or educated Puerto Rican. Additionally, ASPIRA's program 
is geared specifically to able teenagers who, given a minimal investment 
in time and money, could form not merely a new middle class but a 
trained, concerned leadership in the Puerto Rican community. 


HOW THE ASPIRA PROGRAM WORKS
